palace.

that passion rose up, and under 


the darkest cloud that ever shadowed

thunder that over shook tho mountains, 
and amid the wildest Hash of lightning that 
ever blinded or stunned the nations, hung 
up on,two pieces of rough lumber hack of 
Jerusalem tho Jdndes:, purest, lovlngoet 
nature that Heaven could delegate, and 
stopped not until there was no power left 
in hammer or bramble or javelin to hurt 
tbo dead Son of Cod.

"This being the lost meeting ot this 


jouncil, I would like to pay n few words 
n reply to two or three articles which 
appeared in to-night's Gazette. It any 
of the members of tbo council have not 
read the articles I will call upon the 
olerk to road them. I see that Mr. 
Spencer is present, and 1. am very g)oi3 
;hat be is. Ho is regarded as the city 
editor of that paper, and the articlte are 
luppoaed to be written by him. At ooy 
rate I sball hold-him accountable until I 
am convinced to the contrary. 


The articles referred to charge tbe 


mayor and the democratic portion of thie 
common council with partisanship and 
says they bai'fl • acted from a partisan 
motive, and wero prepared to even per- 
petrate a fraud of any kind in order to 
accomplish their ends. . 


"I would say to the council that it is 


a libel on the council and tb3 records 
will prove tha statements to the contrary. 
I don't know what has Leon said upon 
thei streets, but any talk of that kind 
should cot be regarded as a correct state- 
ment. 
Daring the post year this coun- 


cil has consisted of six democrats and 
fo'ur republicans. Although tbe dcmo- 
orats had e. majority they magnanimous- 
ly elected a republican alderman from 
tho third ward ao their president. In 
doing this I do not sey it was not 6 fit- 
ting thing to do, beoanue I approved ot 
it nt tbo' time. 
For tbe Gazette to 


charge tbis council with partisanship 
was unfair. During a 
portion ot the

jority in tbe council Mr. Spencer held 
the position of chief engineer of the fire 
department.

I'lDtendod to treat them 
fairly and I think I did. Things, run 
along smoothly until to-night when the 
Gazette openly charges partisanship in 
the council and especially tho mayor, I 
desire to see if this is well -founded.

the mayor and tho majority of this coun- 
cil are biased because they are democrats 
tho same ODD with truth be said of tbe 
circuit court judge who issued tbe icjuno 
tion in tho second ward contest, because 
he is a republican. I do not tbiok 
Judge Bennett would be biased.

charge is unkind, bat not moro BO than 
tbo charge that the mayor and the ma- 
jority ot this council are biased .

and we should paeB upon them irrespec- 
tive OC party. No man who. caunot rise 
above a partisan position ought to sit 
horeatall. 
Whether ho is s democrat 


or a" republican be has no right to shirk 
bis duty. So takes an oath to that ef- 
fect, and he should keep it. The council 
is sitting here with unlimited power, if 
you commit a wrong, an appeal may be 
taken to the court.
